— The Pan- 
American appeal to Mexico, now be- 
iiiK lielivered to the chiefs of fac- 
tions and (iovernors ot States, waa 
made public here to-alght by the 
State Department. 

WIthoat evM aa latlaiattoB ot 
armed Interventioa, it oalla apoa the 
leaden to meet aomewbere la Mexi- 
co, on neutral ground, in a confer- 
ence ^'to adopt the first steps necea- 
Miry to the const it ut ioiia I rei nii- 
Btruction of the country" and to is- 
sue a call for immediate elaetiona. 
The servlcea of tbe United Statea or 
any ot tbe other PaurAmerlcan con- 
ferees are offered as latermedlarlea 
to arrange tbe meetlas. 

The apeal, titbougb addreaaed to 
the political a^d military leaders, 
I, ikes on the form o( an announce- 
ment to the Mexican people them- 
selves. As made public by the State 
Departmeat tba document la prefac- 
ed by thla aaaouneameat: 

"The Mexican people are iatormad 
that the following commaaloatlon 
baa been - aent to mkny prominent 
persons In Mexico who poaaeaa au- 
thority or military power wtthla the 
republic."

One member of the I'ri^ressive 
party. William H. Chllds, of Brook- 
lyn, says: "I believe the Progres- 
sive party has a very impoi'tant mis- 
sion as regards the Presldeatlai elec- 
tion of 1916 and that is to caatiaue 
its party organisation as a place to 
which all independent voters can 
rally in case the iddlform and can- 
didates put forward by tlie other par- 
ties do not warrant tbe conlideuce of 
the independent thinking vote* In aU 
parties," I > 

Victor Murdoek, chairman ot the 
Progressive I'arty .National Commit- 
tee, has expressed his ojiinion In a 
widely piihlislied st.iteiiieiit. calling 
attention to the fact that the Kepub- 
llcans contemplate a reactionary can- 
didate and platform and that tbe 
preseat la Jnat the time tor the Pro- 
gresalves to rally tor the thiags they 
stand tor. 

Perhaps the best reason tor hold- 
ing the Progressive party together ia 
the fact that by maintaining llieir 
party organization and naming the 
candidate, the Progressives bold a 
veto power over the reactlonarlea.

be over?" That Is the first question 
put to a man jiiHt froiii I'.iiroiie The 
answers are as varyinn as the (|upa- 
tlon Is unvarying. T"o in. n with 
unusual facilities for knowing what 
Is golat OB have fixed tha data as 
October 1, 131S. But thalr raaaons 
are as opposite as day and night. 
The tirnt to pNpre.^s himself Is the 
corresponileut ot iin American news- 
paper wlio returned to tlii*i country 
after many months in Berlin. He 
has thoroughly ImMbed tba Oarman 
vfew. Ha said: . 

'"fha war ahoald and about Octo- 
ber 1 next, qannany baa Ruasla 
paralysed now. A few ^more blows 
and she will be Inrai-i ble ol making 
trouble for months 10 come. She 
may make an armist ••. Init even If 
she does not she can be held back 
by a comparatively small force. That 
will relaaaa Von Hindenberg and 2,- 
000,000 vataran soldiera for a blow 
at the French. Certainly tha Ger- 
mans will go through the alllea' lines 
and fjain the French ■ hannel ports. 
That will cut France and Great Brit 
ain apart. France may be willing to 
make a separate peace, but wiiether 
sha doaa or not Grant Britain win be 
so aavaraly menaced that she will 
be ready to quH. Then you will see 
Great BrlUIn and Germany dictating 
terms of peace to the rest of the al 
lies." 

The other man is also an Ameri- 
can, who has been in It.-ily. Franee, 
Germany, Austria and Great Brltaiu 
since tha baglnnlBg of tha war, 
said: 

"Fighting win and about tha be- 
ginning of October. Austria Is on 
the verge of collapse. An appeal has 
been made fo the Pope to intervene 
in Iter behalf. The Italian (iovern- 
ment has been approached and the 
Vatican has sent reresentatlons to 
Presldaat Wilson, asking his aaalst- 
ance in bringing about a truce. Tha 
plan Is this: In a few waaka Italy 
will have conquered all tha Auatrlan 
territory she demanded. The allies 
will have taken Constantinople. 
TreatiiH prnviding for tlie entrance 
(It Cricci', i'.iilKaria and Uumania 
Into the war on the side of the allies 
are already signed. Every effort Is 
being made to bring Holland Into 
the arranganaat. Tha idMaa hope 
that Increasing friction' between the 
ITnlted States and Germany will 
make us. morally at least, an ally of 
the iOntente I'owers. Wlien the prop- 
er lime lias arrived the llalkans 
will declare war and (Jermauy will 
ask for a truce. The allies will se- 
cretly ask that tba Hobenaollerns ab- 
dicate and Emperor wailiam will of- 
fer liimself as a sacrifice on the attar 
of iieace. His dynasty will be fol- 
lowed by ii Ceriiiaii republic which 
will in< lude tlie Cermanlc part of 
Auj-tria. The rest of that empire 
will be distributed as nearly as pos- 
sible along radical lines. 

"Uemany already raaliaas that 
; sh« cannot win. Sha kaowa that in 
: a contest of endurance tha allies 
j have the odds all in their favor. To 
] go on with the war would gain her 
I nothing and she caiiiiot afford to 
1 pursue an eriiiity viitoiv, even if it 
could be won. When approached 
through neutral channels she will be 
ready enough to llstea to jiny reas- 
onahla tanna, aapacinlly whaa aaver- 
al of tha now nautmi aatteaa are ar- 
rayed against her." 

These guesses are as good as any- 
body else's. They are oifered for 
what they are wmtli Cuming, as 
they do, from two wliuily dissimilar 
sources, it is curious tu note that 
both propose to make tha weak pay 
the MU tor tha atnmiar. la the 
former Belgium, Franea aad Ruasla 
and Serbia must hear tha harden of 
the peace settlement. In tha latter 
Austria aad Turkey ara ehgaaa for 
tha rola.— (LaaUa'B Weakly.
